The famous Buddhist em peror of In­ 
dia, Asoka, whose long reign from 2G4 
to 227 B. C. abounded in many good 
works, was probably the earliest to 
establish a hospital for the treatm ent 
of animals, says Our Dumb Animals. 
Asoka was a true hum anitarian as 
well as a most powerful sovereign and 
although ruling a vast domain be­ 
came deeply impressed by th e horrors 
of warfare. 
He gave up his desire for conquest 
and the rock inscriptions, which are 
still extant, record such beneficent 
edicts of his as th e 
counseling 
of 
planting shade trees, the digging of 
wells, sending out of missionaries, ap­ 
pointment of special officers to super­ 
vise charities, the establishing of hos­ 
pitals for human kind and animals. 
It is of interest to know th at 
the 
last 
remaining of Asoka’s 
hospitals 
Was devoted to animals. 
It covered 
twenty-five acres and was divided into 
proper wards and courts for th e 
ac­ 
commodation of th e patients. 
When 
an animal was sick or injured 
its 
m aster had only to bring it to the hos­ 
pital, where it was cared for without 
regard to the caste of its owner, and 
where, if necessary, it found an asy­ 
lum in old age

An egg of the great auk, or gare- 
fowl, a bird now extinct, was sold at 
auction in London for a sum equiva­ 
lent to $1,500. 
Not all great auk’s eggs are alike 
In length they vary from four and one 
eighth Inches to 
fire 
inches. 
The 
greater number found have a white 
ground, but others are 
of 
various 
shades of buff. 
In some cases 
the 
markings are spots, shown in blotches 
or lines. 
It is said that no living auk has been 
seen since 1844. 
The birds were ex­ 
term inated by the ruthless traffic in 
their eggs and skins, although their 
numbers, especially on the Newfound­ 
land and Labrador coasts, where once 
: they were very numerous, were great- 
\ ly reduced by their wholesale slaught­ 
er for food. 
The most rem arkable characteristic 
of the great auk was it Inability to fly. 
Its wings were scarcely more than 
fins. which aided the bird in swim­ 
ming.
